About 12,30, on the 16th inst. the tet. 
Battalion of the 18th Infantry, a plataon 
ef the @th Artillery and the Provisional 
Machine Gun Battery made reconnaisances 
to thie point in.the direction of Mandurriao 
and Santa Barbara. It was an excessively’ 
hot day, but up this point tho mon bore the 
fatigue well, While returning to Jaro, about 
half-past two o'clock, heavy firing was 
heard from the territory occupied by the 
insurgents across the Jaro river, tho 
insurgents evidently hoping they would 
carry this position during tho absence of 
the bulk of the troops.: The entire com. 
mand. went ot once to. tho assistance of 
the outposts at this point. After shelling 
their position with the 6th Artillery guns 
and the 2 pdr. Hotchkiss, and giving tho 
insurgents a lboral fire from the Gatling 
gun, Major Kellar deployed Companies 
C, H,-and K of tho 18th Infantry in 
front of the bridge head, and proceeded 
tu attack: the inaurgonta’ genoral position 
on their right. Companies B and I 
advanced to protact. the loft of the 
loading companias, At thia point, tho 
Rogimental-commander, Colonel Van Pal 
gah, @ plucky old votoran, aspnied coms 
soand of the oparattona, 

Tnformation wae sent to Headquartora ot 
Toilo, and General Millor.at once procond: 
ed tothe front. ‘Taling in the situation, | 
and seoing from the heavy fire thét the 
enomy was in strength, ho ordered up & 
hottalion of .the'Tonnosseo Rogimient from 
the Molo sido and tho withdrawal of two 
companies of the 18th Infantry from the 
city to not as supporta. 

The Tennessces got to the Jaro bridge at 
half-past four o'clock, and procesded to 
form the left horn of an advancing semi- 
circle, closing in upon. what appeared to be 
the atrongest position of the insurgents on 
the edge of aemall wood. Major Cheatham 
firet threw outa line of scouts, followed 
by a line of squads, and as ho- joined the 
skirmishing line began ‘to execute a_ right 
wheel to close in upon the enemy. 

-The heaviest fighting was on the right 
and centre, The right of the lineadyanced

across ancopen .plain captured the left of 
tho insurgent position, driving them out of 
their trenches and inflicting considerable 
loss. Theno three companies then swung 
round to attack the centre of the insurgent 
trenches, completing the goneral line of 
battle with the troops already designated an 
on the centre and left. As the right awung 


round they did not traverse the ground 
they bad shot over so it isimpossible to say 
what loss they intlicted upon the flying 
rebels, but it is believed the loss was heavy. , 
A shrapnel shell from the Oth Artillery 
burat over a.group of twenty- or-thirty—in- 
surgents, who did not bother the advancing | 
infantry any more, and as the rebels rose 
like rabbits to dart from cover to cover the 
18th Infantry poured ins mpid fire which 
appeared to tell heavily, as many of the in- 
surgents were seen to plunge on their faces 
or throw up their hands and drop in the 

ice-tielda— The .merican line continued 
to advance by rushes under a very hot 
fire, pouring in deliborate volleys into 
the enemy’s position. -During thie advance, 
the artillery detachment on the road to the 
rear of the infantry did mout effective work. 
By the time the American forces had ad- 
yanced to within 250 and 350 yards of the 
last position of the insurgents, darkness set 
in; and as an advance at this time would 
simply have meant pushing the iusurgenta 
back witho t making any important cap- 
tures of arms or aimmunition, and as they 
had already been driven back,about 3000 
yards, it was decided: not to push on apy 
further, and the command gradually retired 
-to Jaro, which wan reached in pitch dark- 
ness about eight-0’clack, 

Although it accomplished nothing beyond 
the slaughter of a certain number of in- 
surgents, the engagement of Jaro will teach 
the enemy not to be so.daring. It is a 
pity the men were robbed of a more sub- 
stantial victory. . When tbe ‘order’ was 
given to retire, our troops wera wellin 
touch and had hetnmed in theinsurgants on, 
three sides. The insurgents fought well 
on the fringo of the wood, and the troops 
on’ the ‘right and Jeft flanka had fixed 
bayonets preparatory to making a- charge. 
Thoy reluctantly obeyed the cunmand of 
General iller to retire on Jarv, and the 
men were brought out of action with calm 
military precision. - They withdrew i 
ochelon on the right and left, the firing all 
the time but less. heavily than during the 
general engagement. It is estimated that 
the enemy had from 1500 tu 2000 rifies 
spgaged. The Americans used- smokeless 

er, but the natives used both: emoke- 
Tens and black powder, enough of-the latter 
to give away their position. ;
